Custom home builder 


makes giant gamble 


Warren Sheets is launching a 
French mansaard into a sea of 
Spanish tiles. 

Sheets is completing work on a 
home at the corner of Rosedale and 
Sunset curves in San Antonio 
Heights. 


Among the features is a French 
timansaard roof that contrasts 
sharply with Spanish tile, the 
dominant type of roof for recent 
homes in north Upland and San 
Antonjo Heights. 


Sheets, a contractor who builds 
one home at a time, said he believes 
the home has the first French 
mansaard roof in the area and he 
seems equally proud of some of the 
home’s other features. 


The roof hides from view solar 
panels that Sheets said will supply 
about 80 percent of the hot water for 
the home. . 


Behind a 12-foot door set in a brick 
archway and accerited by stained- 
glass designs, precast, handmade 
plaster of Paris arches decorate the 
front room. 


Fir spindles were used for the 
staircase. The master bathroom 
includes an inside garden. 


Forty gallons of paint went into 
the antiquing process for the high, 
beamed ceiling. For convenience, 
the 5,600 - square - foot home has 
three bars and two laundry rooms. 


A sundeck looks out upon the back 
yard, which has been graded for a 
possible tennis court. 


The three - car garage has entry 
from both Rosedale and Sunset 
curves. Sheets retained lemon trees 
at the south end of the property, 
where he plans to add a kiosk along 
with the walkway. 


The list of amenities could go on 
and on. Sheets’ asking price is 
$350,000. i 

Sheets has pulit 12 homes on the 
grove property he purchased in San 
Antonio Heights and has nine 
remaining lots. He also runs a 
painting and dry wall business and 
would seem to be less affected by 
the current lot shortage in north 
Upland and San Antonio Heights 
than some other small contractors. 


These contractors generally 
praised the quality of homes built by 
large developers, but added that 
they offer features not usually found 
in tract homes and give their homes 
more personal attention.

He called the home at Rosedale 
and Sunset possibly the ‘‘biggest 
‘spec’ home in the area.’’ The 
contractors usually build first and 
sell later in a kind of speculation on 
the market. 


Sheets said he and other small 
contractors, like larger builders, 
can get into ruts by repeating 
proven floor plans. However, he said 
he is ‘pioneering this type of 
home.’ 


His previous homes were priced 
around $200,000. 


Bill Van Sant, another small 
contractor who builds in Upland, 
said he can build a $200,000 home at 
less cost per square foot than large 
developers. 


Another reason small contractors 
concentrate on building more 
expensive homes, Van Sant said, is 
that they cannot compete with 
financing terms offered by large 
developers for homes ranging from 
$85,000 to $100,000.

A shortage of available lots for 
new homes in north Upland and San 
Antonio Heights is forcing small 
contractors to look elsewhere to 
continue building. 


Some of the contractors and 
others connected with the building 
industry interviewed recently said 
demand for individually built homes 
in the north Upland area remains 
high. although down from peaks 
reached some six months ago along 
with the rest of the housing market 


However, the small contractors — 
who specialize in building homes 
priced around $200,000 and up — are 
currently facing a land shortage. _ 


Bill Van Sant said he and other 
contractors must look outside the 
West End for available lots or try 
their hands as developers with 
larger projects here 


In contrast to developers of 
subdivisions, the small contractors 
build one or a few homes at a time.

Travers said the staff could not 
recommend starting the project due 
to uncertainty surrounding future 
city revenues under Proposition 13. 

Under reduced property tax 
revenues, the city may have 
problems maintaining existing park 
lands, Travers added.

Travers noted most of Upland’s 
park land is concentrated in the 
southeast part of the city. He added 
that developers have paid for the 
first two years of landscaping 
maintenance along other streets 
before the city assumed the burden. 

He indicated Proposition 13 has 
made the city reexamine its 
parkway-maintaince arrangements, 
noting Mountain Avenue 
maintenance plans are now being 
revised. 

Marian Brown said the area has 
been ‘‘neglected’’ for years and that 
something should be done 
“regardless of Proposition 13.” 

Councilman Frank Hoover said 
parkway - maintenance arrange- 
ments in north Upland accompanied 
new development in recent years 
before Proposition 13.

developer’? — has been evaluating 
prospects recently in Apple Valley 
and the San Diego area. 

However, an amendment 
approved Tuesday night by the 
Upland City Council to a tentative 
tract. map could eventually provide 
substantial building opportunities 
for Van Sant and others in Upland. 

Channel Investments Inc. of San 
Marino intends to develop 82 lots for 
sale leading to construction of 
individual custom homes 

The firm had previously intended 
to develop the complete subdivision 
on the east side of Mountain Avenue 
between 22nd and 23rd streets. Lots 
will now be sold to individual home 
buyers or small contractors for 
building. 

One problem Van Sant could face 
by moving operations would be 
getting his plumbers, electricians 
and other subcontractors to travel 
further or making new contacts. 

He said the owners of remaining 
lots in Upland and San Antonio 
Heights are holding onto their 
property because of an 
“exaggerated idea of what it’s 
worth.” 

Van Sant was rebuffed on his offer 
of $75,000 for two lots at the 
northwest corner of Euclid Avenue 
and Sixth Street in Ontario. 

“I was afraid they would take me 
up on it,” he said, explaining that he 
is unsure $150,000 homes would sell 
there. 

Eugene Bello, owner of Bello 
Realty in Upland, said demand 
continues for the homes Van Sant 
and others build and agreed lots in 
the north Upland area simply are 
not available. 

He added most property owners 
are holding onto their property with 
an eye toward building their own 
homes in the future. 

However, contractor Clinton 
Doubles pointed to the retirement of 
Ed Novell as the biggest factor for 
the lot scarcity. 

He explained that Novell bought 
land and created lots he sold to the 
small contractors. No one has taken 
Novell's place in helping create lots, 
Doubles said. 

Doubles bought a small tract and 
has five empty lots left. He said he 
is working on his 10th home this 
year, adding that the houses range 
in price from $167,000 to $213,000. 

However, he indicated he is not 
prepared to make the jump from 
small builder to developer, saying 
the transition could mean a $500,000 
investment in land. Doubles added 
that he is looking at lots in the 
Victorville area. 

Van Sant said five - acre parcels 
are hard to find and even if found 
could amount to a $200,000_ 
expenditure ‘‘just to develop lots.” 

He added that larger projects 
would also place the contractors in 
more direct competition with 
leading developers, such as Lewis 
Homes and Crowell-Leventhal Inc. 

Van Sant builds one home at a 
time and said two a year would 
‘satisfy me.” 

Another option for the small 
contractor is to start remodeling 
existing homes as a business, Van 
Sant said. 

Homes built by Van Sant, 
Doubles, Warren Sheets and other 
contractors are not for everyone. 
Price is the main barrier. 

Mike Kelber, president of Ontario 
Savings and Loan Association, said 
many of the buyers work in 
professions, make good incomes and 
established large equity on their 
previous homes before moving ‘to 
the Upland area. 

He said they can meet the 20 
percent down payment on a $200,000 
home and loan payments, while the 
average wage earner can afford a 
$50,000 home. 

Kelber added that few of the more 
individually built homes ever 
become white elephants upon 
resale. “If it's not too unusual, 
there’s a market,’’ he commented. 

One reason there are few white 
elephants is because there are few 
truly custom homes being built to 
owners’ specifications in the area 
today. 

Doubles has built these custom 
homes but said he prefers to build 
according to his own plans and then 
possibly make alterations to suit the 
buyer. 

Along with the headaches of 
making changes for the buyer, Van 
Sant noted few architects specialize 
in designing single homes and that 
escalating costs of building can take 
the profit out of an agreed - upon 
price for a custom home.

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Police shootings: An endless sea 
of paperwork and investigations 


By DONALD J. NEWMAN 
Staff Writer 

When a suspect is shot and killed 
by a police officer in the line of du- 
ty, the incident does not end when 
the victim is taken to the morgue, 
according to Ontario police ad- 
ministrators. 

Reams and reams of paperwork 
and days of investigation follows an 
occurrence like the shooting which 
took place Friday morning in a 
Montclair car dealer’s lot. 

An Ontario officer, backed by un- 
its from Montclair and Chino, shot 
and killed a gunman who allegedly 
robbed a nearby liquor store and 
shot at the pursuing officer. A cock- 
ed revolver, reportedly in the 
suspect's possession before he was 
wounded, was found lying near the 
victim, who died about an hour later 
in a local hospital. 


“You try to get an independent 
agency to investigate it, ‘‘ said On- 
tario. Police Capt. James Grundy, 
who explained that investigators try 
to recreate the incident. 

Added to this report are accounts 
from witnesses, other involved of- 
ficers, autopsy and crime lab 
reports and crime scene data 
gathered by measyring and 
photographing. 

The entire package, which in- 
cludes the results of a coroner’s in- 
quest, is then forwarded to the 
police chief of the department in- 
volved, the San Bernardino County 
Sheriff's Department and the dis- 
trict attorney who review the infor- 
mation. 

A coroner's inquest is not unusual, 
according to Police Chief Lee 
Kolbrek, who said ‘‘he’s (the cor- 
oner) always done one in the past so 


Home for abused wives 
to stay open to Dec. 31

to close the home at the end of 
August because funds were lacking 
primarily due to Proposition 13. 

With concern for the continuation 
of the facility, the Coalition for the 
Prevention of Abuse of Women and 
Children launched a campaign to 
raise the needed $12,000. 

Marcia Johansen, executive 
director of the Central Valley 
Menta! Health Association, said the 
Coalition had raised $6,677.66 with 
money still coming in. The 
Arrowhead United Way had 
contributed $3,000 and $2,330 had 
been given by the San Bernardino 
Council of Community Services. 

Ms. Johansen said the group hopes 
to open Option Houses in other parts 
of San Bernardino County. 
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I assume one will be done this 
time.”’ 

The entire process could take up 
to a month, said Kolbrek. If the 
reviewing officers decide that the 
shooting was justified the investiga- 
tion dies on the spot. If not, the 
matter is handled the same way as 
any criminal complaint, according 
to Kolbrek. 

While the internal investigation is 
going on, the officer is generally 
given a few days off to rest, accor- 
ding to Grundy, who said that 
shooting a man in the line of duty is 
“4 traumatic experience.” 

Psychological counseling is 
available if the officer requests it, 
said Grundy, adding that the officer 
also receives help from his 
superiors to make coping easier. 

In this incident, Kolbrek talked 
with the man who fired the fatal 
shot and tried to explain ‘‘that’s an 
unpleasant part of a police officer’s 
job” and that he had no choice. 

He probably saved many others 
from injury, said Kolbrek, emphas- 
ing that in no way did he want to 
give ‘‘the impression that this is 
anything other than proper conduct” 
on the part of the officer. 

Kolbrek said that he himself had 
once been in a similar position and it 
is a feeling that is ‘really hard to 
describe.” 

One does ‘‘a lot of self- 
evaluation,” he said, agreeing that 
the hard part is facing the reality 
that one’s job could entail taking a 
life. But he said, usually an officer 
does not doubt that he did the right 
thing and does not question whether 
he chose the right line of employ- 
ment. 

In cases where a suspect is not 
critically wounded, the incident is 
evaluated by the district attorney 
who receives the criminal report on 
the occurance, Kolbrek said.

Many West End residents’ 


/ telephone and natural gas bills are 


likely to be a bit lower in September 
because utility firms will be passing 
on Proposition 13 savings. 

And similar savings will be show- 
ing up on electricity bills in future 
months. 

One example of the savings is that 
residential or business customers 
paying $10 in monthly service 
charges to General Telephone Co. 
will get a 54 cent reduction in their 
bills, Jack King, public affairs ad- 
ministrator in the company’s 
Pomona office, said today. 

For natural gas consumed in 
September and succeeding months, 
Southern California Gas Co. says it 


will reduce its minimal lifeline 
levies by 44 cents a month in 
summer and $1.38 a month in winter 
for an average loca] household. 

Robert Salazar, gas company dis- 
trict manager in San Bernardino, 
said most households’ savings will 
be greater than that because most 
use more natural gas than the 
minimal lifeline amount. 

The formula used in passing on an 
anticipated $19.96 million in savings 
will be explained in information in- 
cluded with September bills. 

Robert Sullivan, a Southern 
California Edison Co. spokesman, 
said Edison’s request for authoriza- 
tion to reduce rates to reflect an an- 
ticipated $46.7 million savings goes 
to the Public Utilities Commission 
Friday. 


Utility firms to share savings 


General Telephone estimates it 
will pass along a minimum $5.5 
million in projected savings to its 2 
million customers .throughout the 
state, including 63,250 in the West 
End. 


King, the telephone company 
spokesman, said, ‘‘As we see it now, 
we will continue to give these ad- 
justments until 1979 and into 1980.” 


The amount of Proposition 13 
credit will appear on each 
customers’ monthly bill. 


The adjustment does not apply to 
toll calls, message unit calls, 
private line services, directory 
advertising or other special billing, 
King said.

Slow learners school 
opens term Sept. 11

Newcomers to the West End may 
find themselves placed on a waiting 
list for up to 30 days before receiv- 
ing a telephone. 

And moving into portions of Fon- 
tana can be even worse, with a 
waiting period which often stretches 


up to four months, according to- 


telephone officials. 

Both Jack King, a General 
Telephone Co. spokesman serving 
the West End, and Joe Canzonzeri, 
Pacific Telephone manager of the 
Fontana area, said mushrooming 
residential growth and a shortage of 
equipment are responsible for 
delays. 

“In just about every single case 
it’s a shortage of equipment; 
basically playing catch-up with the 


growth situation and getting cable 
in,’ King said. 

He said new residents requesting 
a telephone in Ontario, Upland, 
Montclair, Rancho Cucamonga or 
Chino may be asked to wait; but 
seldom more than 30 days, he said. 

The number of residents on the 
waiting list varies each month, ac- 
cording to King. Currently there are 
11 homes awaiting phones. 

King noted that General 
Telephone receives 600 to 650 re- 
quests for new phones in the West 
End each month. ‘‘In the last five 
years in the Ontario area we've seen 
an increase of more than 41 percent 
in telephones. During the last five 
years we have added 17,827 new ser- 
vices.” ‘ 

‘‘We weren’t really prepared for 
the kind of growth we're experien-

cing,’’ Canzonzeri said, speaking 
for Pacific Telephone. He said the: 
Fontana area bordered by Foothill 
Boulevard on the north, Sierra 
Avenue on the east, Cherry Avenue 
on the west and Slover Avenue on 
the south is the most affected. 

About 40 homes are on two-week 
to four-month long waiting lists in 
that area, he said. 

A decade ago, Pacific Telephone 
was only installing about 121 phones 
per month in the Fontana area but 
the company is now installing at the 
rate of about 233 telephones every 
30 days. 

“Certain spots in southwest Fon- 
tana are saturated,’ Canzonzeri 
said. ‘“We’re running out of pairs of 
wires; we're in various stages of in- 
stalling cables to provide more 
wires.”’

He said some areas are so short of 
lines that “we have to wait for 
someone else to disconnect — and 
the minute they do we immediately 
assign the wires to a new person.” 

Installing trunk lines to serve 
newly developed neighborhoods and 
other areas can take up to two years 
because equipment often must be 
“specifically designed for each 
use,’ King said. 

Actually installing can also be a 
problem. ‘‘Incidentally, subcontrac- 
tors are so busy today we can hard- 
ly get enough of them,’’ Canzonzeri 
confided. 

Shortages of equipment are 
“pretty much nationwide,”’ King 
said. “‘They have our suppliers put 
on extra shifts to get us some lead 
time. We have borrowed and 
purchased equipment from some of

Just mention Errol Flynn, the 
swashbuckling movie hero of the 
1930s, and a Pomona woman still 
says, ‘Oh boy, he was my idol.’ 


Marcia Fredendall Warren was a 
rabid movie fan during her youth 
when Errol Flynn slashed his way 
across the silver screen with his 
flashing sword 


From 1936 to 1950, Mrs. Warren 
kept diaries and put together over 
10 scrapbooks of her favorites 
Flynn, Olivia de Havilland, Deanna 
Durbin and Sunja Henie 


Supporting her hobby was the Fox 
Theater in Pomona where previews 
of new movies were shown 


‘“‘We only went to see the ‘biggies,’ 
not the ‘B’ pictures,’’ she said 
“There was a free telephone outside 
the principal's office — honestly, it 
was free at Emerson Junior 
High. We'd call the Fox every noon 
and if there was going to be a 
preview, we'd ask what studio, We 
kids knew what studios were mak- 
ing the ‘biggies.’ We never missed a 
‘biggie 


The ‘‘biggies’’ starred her 
favorites or Norma Shearer, Tyrone 
Power, Jeannette MacDonald and 
Nelson Eddy, Myrna Loy, Claudette

“We'd either go to the stage door 
or out front to catch the stars when 
they came. Of all the autographs I 
got, I never had Katherine Hep- 
burn’s. I was too shy to ask her,”’ 
Mrs. Warren said 


The star she recalls most vividly 
is Merle Oberon who came for the 
preview of her movie, ‘‘Wuthering 
Heights.’ She was gorgeous,’’ Mrs 
Warren said. ‘‘I got her autograph 
when she was coming out of the 
ladies’ room.” 


Another movie preview she 
recalls was ‘‘The Women” starring 
Norma Shearer and Paulette God- 
dard. “Paulette was just getting 
started,” Mrs. Warren said, ‘‘and I 
can remember coming home and 
trying to cut bangs so I could look 
like her.”’ 


She also said she remembers cry- 
ing herself sick after the preview 
showing of ‘‘Little Women’ with 
Hepburn. The preview she missed, 
“Marie Antoniette’” with Norma 
Shearer and Tyrone Power, still dis- 
turbs the movie fan. “I was at a pic- 
nic on Kellogg Horse Ranch and 
missed that — one of the most im- 
portant ‘biggies,’ ‘‘ she said. 


Other previews Mrs. Warren has 
recorded in her diaries are — ‘‘Too 
Hot to Handle’’ with Myrna Loy and 
Walter Pidgeon in 1938, ‘‘Man in the 


Burkhimer, 


Iron Mask”’ with Louis Heyward and 
“It’s a Wonderful World’ with 
Claudette Colbert, both in 1939, 
Generally, of all the previews the 
fan saw, she never told her diary 
how she liked or disliked a ‘‘biggie”’ 
until the ‘‘Outlaw’’ with Jane 
Russell came to the Fox. ‘‘Outlaw,’’ 
Marcia wrote in her diary was, 
“Awful!” 


When not going to previews, Mrs. 
Warren said they would talk fathers 
into taking them to radio broadcasts 
in Hollywood. She recalls saving 
Lux soap wrappers and Campbell 
Soup can labels to swap for tickets 
to see the stars read at the Lux 
Radio Theater or Hollywood Hotel. 


One of her favorite experiences, 
she said, was to have seen Alice 
Faye, Don Ameche and Tyrone 
Power read ‘‘In Old Chicago” at the 
Lux Radio Theater. 


Marcia Fredendall also bought alli 
the movie magazines she could af- 
ford. She and her friends would cut 
out their favorite stars to paste in 
scrapbooks. The photos would-be 
swapped all around. 


When not going to a preview or 
just a regular movie at the Fox, 
Sunset or State Theaters in Pomona, 
Mrs. Warren would be glued to the 
radio to hear the stars on various 
programs. 


Excitement was not confined to 
the silver screen, Mrs. Warren said,

Right incentives can 
encourage carpooling 


Now that we’ve done 
away with the myths that 
the earth is flat, people 
were never meant to fly and 

_ the moon is made of green 
cheese, we’ve got some new 
candidates. 

Chief among them is the 
assumption that Southern 
Californians would never 
give up the luxury of the in- 
dividual, private 
automobile for the daily 
commute. 

Wrong. A newly released 
study of commuters on the 
San Bernardino Freeway 
has shown that drivers are 
willing to ‘rideshare,’ given 
the right incentives. 

And the right incentive — 
in this case, the opening of 
the El Monte Busway to 
carpools and vanpools in 
1976 — has already lured 4,- 
600 commuters a day to 
share rides in the express 
lane. And nearly all had a 
car available which they 
left at home. 

Among the reasons cited, 
two showed up repeatedly 
in the survey: commuters 
found that the express lane 
saved them both time and 
money. 

Another’ myth: Most bus 
riders are the elderly and 
the poor, who have no other 
means of transportation. 
Wrong again. Sixty-one per- 
cent of the bus riders using 
the El Monte express lane 
are 20-40 years old and 83 
percent of them have cars, 
Nearly 16,000 commuters 
have started riding the 
buses since the express lane 
was completed, swelling 
the current total to 19,000 
per day. 

Myth number three: 
Commuters who travel with 
less than three persons in 
their cars and can’t use the 
express lane, object to the 
special privileges provided 
the ridesharers when the 
lanes have been paid for by 
all taxpayers. . 

Wrong. Eighty-five per- 
cent of the solo drivers in- 


buses; 81 percent thought 
carpools should use it and 72 
percent said ‘it was a good 
investment of taxpayers’ 
money.

bus. This, in turn, relieves 
congestion for all the other 
commuters who use adja- 
cent lanes.”’ 

The El Monte express 
lane traverses the 11-mile 
distance between downtown 
Los Angeles and the El 
Monte terminal. The new 
lane was built, for the most 
part, in the median between 
the eastbound and west- 
bound lanes. 

As the most complete 
facility of its. kind in the na- 
tion, it has off-line stations, 
park-and-ride facilities, and 
double (bi-directional) bus 
lanes. In downtown Los 
Angeles, a related reserved 
contraflow bus lane helps 
speed commuters to their 
destinations. 

Local Caltrans district 
director Robert J. Datel 
noted that the initial con- 
struction cost of $57 million 
was much less expensive 
than the cost of new 
freeway construction. The 
project was funded through 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, the Urban 
Mass Transportation Ad- 
ministration, the federal 
Highway Administration 
and state highway funds. 

Datel noted. that other 
agencies across the nation 
concerned with mounting 
transportation problems 
have been closely watching 
the El Monte Busway to 
evaluate its success. ‘‘Our 
findings could have con- 
siderable impact on future 
highway planning and con- 
struction throughout the 
country,” said Datel. 

Representatives of both 
SCAG and Caltrans pointed 
out that while the initial 
response to the El Monte 
express lane facility was 


encouraging, traffic was 
still essentially ‘‘holding its 
own’’ on the San Bernardino 
Freeway. 

“We are trying to en- 
courage more and more dai- 
ly commuters to Come 
Together and share rides,” 
noted Pisano. ‘‘We see this 
as the easiest, and least 
costly, way to alleviate our 
very severe transportation 
problems. 

“But while we’ve now got 
nearly 19,000 daily bus 
riders on the El Monte and 
another 5,000 commuters in 
cars and van pools, the 
great population growth in 
that area has kept traffic 
density about even.” 

Both agencies, along with 
county transportation com- 
missions, are sponsoring 
the Come Together 
ridesharing program, a 
federally financed pilot 
project to make the most of 
existing transportation 
resources by increasing the 
efficiency of the system. 

Since it is estimated that 
82 percent of all commuting 
autos carry only the driver, 
the average vehicle oc- 
cupancy is only 1.14. On the 
E] Monte Busway, however, 
the incentives provided 
have increased average oc- 
cupancy to more than 3.3. 

“We still have unused 
capacity on the express lane 
and are encouraging ad- 
ditional use by carpools and 
vanpools,’’ explained 
Caltrans’ Datel. 

“Highway engineers pro- 
ject that this lane could 
easily accommodate some 
1,200 vehicles per hour at a 
constant 55 miles per hour 
speed, so we still have a 
long way to go before we 
reach the congestion mark. 
Interestingly, the express 
lane carries more than 
twice as many commuters 
during the worst peak hour 
than any other lane on that 
freeway.” 

The officials pointed out 
additional savings in other 
areas as well. While taking 
1,250-1,500 cars a day off the 
freeways, automotive 
emissions have been reduc- 
ed by more than 14,000 
pounds a day. Gasoline 
savings are estimated at 9,- 
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200 gallons each day — well 
more than two million 
gallons annually. 

The study also looked at 
the reasons given by people 
who would not, or could not, 
share rides. The majority — 
59 percent — claimed they 
needed their cars during the 
day; 23 percent said they 
could find no one to ride 
with and the balance claim- 
ed miscellaneous reasons. 

“We are faced with 
serious and mounting 
problems of congestion, 
consumer costs, air pollu- 
tion, and dwindling energy 
supplies — all of which have 
a direct bearing,’ explain- 
ed Pisano. 

“While ridesharing is ob- 
viously not for everyone, 
only a small percentage 
need to make this change in 
order to see substantial im- 
provements. In this study, 
we see 12 percent who can’t 
find anyone with whom to 
ride, but who would 
presumably share if they 
could. 

“We can help them — 
through matching services 
like Commuter Computer — 
so they can enjoy the advan- 
tages of the express lane. 
And that additional 12 per- 
cent would bring a major 
change to the San Bernar- 
dino Freeway — it would 
greatly alleviate congestion 
on all the other lanes.” 

The study also noted that 
nearly 25 percent of all car- 
poolers received some sort 
of ridesharing incentive 
from their employers, such 
as special parking 
privileges, direct monetary 
incentives, flex-time hours 
or, in some cases, company- 
provided vans for com- 
muting. 

“This extensive survey is 
a major breakthrough in 
analyzing the success of the 
El Monte express lane in 
terms of attitudes,” ex- 
plained Pisano. 

“Given the right incen- 
tives — let’s start with the 
basics of time and money, 
which everyone can unders- 
tand — people are willing to 
give up their private, single 
passenger auto for the daily 
commute. And by doing so, 
everyone else benefits.” 

“We should expect to see 
more of this type of special 
express lane built in the 
future, based on this experi- 
ment. We are not talking 
about the Santa Monica 
type, ‘take-away-a-lane’ 

type projects which didn’t 
work, but the add-a-lane ex- 
press facility that allows 
everyone to get there 
faster.

Have I got some bad news 
for California’s pot pushers. 
Our growers of grass may 
soon be standing in the un- 
employment lines if enough 
people take a whiff of a re- 
cent report on marijuana. 
The results of this report 
are so conclusive and so 
scary that, hopefully, the 
readers will be too jittery to 
light their joints. 

The report is the result of 
a recent conference in 
Reims, France, which 
provided an opportunity to 
culminate the research fin- 
dings of 41 scientists from 
13 nations. 

Their overwhelming con- 
clusion on several fronts is 
that marijuana is bad news. 
The bad news, according to 
the scientists, stretches 
from the brain, to the lungs, 
to the sexual organs, and 
even to your own genetic 
makeup. 

If you have ever had se- 
cond thoughts about mari- 
juana, you had better listen 
hard. What I am about to 
tell you will turn a euphoric 
high into a genuine downer 
— but like it or not, it’s the 
truth. 

Many previous marijuana 
studies have been criticized 
because the research 
dosages are artifically high. 
This conference report is 
significant because it uses 
dosages which were 
equivalent to actual human 
consumption. 

Much of the research was 
performed with rhesus 
monkeys, which are 
primates whose bodies 
metabolize marijuana in a 
similar manner to humans. 
You might say this is a 
scientific form of monkey 
see, monkey do 


For six years one of the 
scientists had been studying 
the various effects of 
chronic pot smoking on 
monkeys. When two of the 
test animals became preg- 
nant, one of the babies died 
of water on the brain, a rare 
occurrence in monkeys, and 
the other baby was ex- 
tremely hyperactive in 
comparison to the other 
control babies. 

After these alarming 
developments, further 
studies were conducted that 
showed that 44 percent of 
the mothers did not have 


human equivalent of one 
marijuana cigarette 
lowered the level of two 
basic hormones which cor- 
trol the ovary 

Not to leave out the guys, 
studies were conducted on 
16 male pot smokers for 
months. The study showed 
that there was a significant 
decrease in the number of 
sperm produced and in their 
mobility. Also there was a 
significant increase in the 
number of abnormal sperm 
cells. 

It was also noted that the 
metabolism of sperm cells

normal babies. The babies 
were either lost during 
pregnancy by resorption, 
still birth, or by infant 
death after being born. 

All of this occurred with 
mothers who were receiv- 
ing a human equivalent of 
one to three marijuana 
cigarettes per day. Studies 
on the monkeys and other 
animals clearly showed that 
marijuana obviously in- 
terferes with deliveries 
from the stork. Perhaps 
young couples who would 
like to receive a delivery 
from that fabled bird 
should give some thought to 
their chances with mari- 
juana. 

As a matter of fact, 
marijuana smokers may 
have a great deal of trouble 
in conceiving children in the 
first place. Studies showed 
‘that female monkeys, with 
a human - like 28-day cycle, 
ceased to ovulate when in- 
‘jected with marijuana sub- 
stances. 

Injections which were the 


was altered, which led the 
scientists to the fear that 
genetic material was also 
possibly altered. Hopefully 
young couples will ask 
themselves if a brief escape 
from reality is worth a 
potential lifetime of 
tragedy for their children. 

Lest anyone think that pot 
may be a good form of con- 
traception, they should 
know that the scientists also 
discovered that marijuana 
can directly disrupt the 
reproductive system. The 
scientists were extremely 
concerned about the dis- 
astrous effects on the 
developing systems of 
teenagers, which are par- 
ticularly vulnerable. 

Many young people are 
really into cleaning up the 
environment and that is a 
good thing. The marijuana 
study suggests that there is 
an environment close to 
home that needs cleaning 
up — namely the lungs. The 
study shows that repeated 
use of marijuana causes a 


breakdown of lung tissue. 

Air passages ‘become 
blocked with tissue debris 
and clogged with 
cholesterol created by ¢ell 
destruction. The resulting 
lesions in the lungs appear 
as long as one month after 
marijuana use, which 
suggests that these symp- 
toms may not be reversible 
Talk about a matter of life 
and breath 

So far, the study facts in 
dicate that if you use your 
head, you won't smoké 
marijuana. Considering 
what marijuana does to the 
brain, if you do use it, you 
may not be able to use your 
head well at all. Test 
animals which were given 
human equivalents of one 
marijuana cigarette per 
day showed alarming symp- 
toms of mental disruption 

They became extremely 
irritable, they bit and chas- 
ed each other, and some 
became so aggressive that 
they killed — a very unusual 
occurrence with monkeys. 
Further studies showed 
chages in the 
neuytrotransmitters. of 
various brain cells and 
other abnormalities. In 
other words, don’t lose your 
head over pet 

In view of this factuat. 
scientific information, 
perhaps it is time for 
legislators’ and other. of- 
ficials to stop taking a lax 
attitude about marijuana 
Perhaps the time has come 
to hold up the sign that 
says: ‘Keep off the Grass’ 
— and I don't mean the 
front lawn

Despite what some people 
say, two or more animals 
can peacefully coexist in 
the same household, if a 
little care is taken in

Just take care 
that a large, frisky puppy 
doesn’t overwhelm a small 
kitten with its size. 

The match works best 
when the new addition is the 
younger of the two pets. A 
kitten or puppy will not be 
as much a threat to the 
already established pet, 
since it will not 
immediately seek the top 
position in the pecking 
order. An older cat may

First, keep the two: in 
separate rooms, so that the 
scent of the new pet will 
announce its presence to 
the older pet.

But even going back to the 
early 1940s and the Sleepy Lagoon 
murder trial of young Mexicans of 
the Los Angeles barrio, there’s a 
nagging realization the times may 
have changed over the years, but not 
all that much 

Pachuco of the ‘40s — Chicano of 
the ‘70s. Pachuco — Chicano — 
black — Jew. Is there so much 
difference in the never ending 
struggle for human rights, equality, 
recognition and security even 
though nearly 40 years have passed 
since the Sleepy Lagoon trial?

letters, newspapers and documents . 
Henry Reyna and his gang are ac- 
cused of murder in Sleepy Lagoon. 
They are tried by the press and the 
court and found guilty. Both press 
and court are frighteningly biased 
and unfair. 

One watches the action in shame 
thinking how could this have 
happened?

But just as one becomes immers- 
ed in the emotional turmoil, El 
Pachuco (Edward James Olmos) 
grins and reminds the audience“ ... 
this is only a play ... es puro basilon 
(it’s only fun). ‘“‘ Then he swaggers 
across the stage with the zooters’ 
gait of knees bent and shoulders 
thrown way back. 

Olmos acts as the story teller 
throughout and leads the cast from 
scene to scene. The cast is superb, 
headed by Daniel Valdez as Henry 
Reyna. It is impossible to single out 
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‘Zoot Suit’ a brilliant, 
emotional blockbuster 


any one individual as together. the 
actors make the story live.

Pueblo bread 


a natural 


The subject of ethnic foods is a lively one across the 
land. Dozens of recent cookbooks chronicle menus and 
recipes served by hostesses from Maine to California. 
But there’s one ethnic group consistently missing in most 
food lore. What do American Indians eat? 

Pale beige is the color of Pueblo bread, indicating the 
recipe is low in sugar and shortening. The texture 1s 
firm, the crust chewy — important qualities in bread for 
the connoissuer of the barbecue and grill. The shape is 
reminiscent of the rocks and dunes of the desert. For 
serving the bread may be torn or sliced. 

Pueblo Bread 
(Makes 4 small loaves) 

2¥2 cups warm water (105° - 115° F.) 

2 packages Fleischmann’s Active Dry Yeast 

44 cup Fleischmann’s Margarine 

2 teaspoons salt 

62 - 7 cups unsifted flour 

Measure 24 cups warm water into large warm bowl. 
Sprinkle in active dry yeast. Stir until dissolved. Add 
margarine and salt. Stir in 3 cups flour; beat until 
smooth. Stir in enough additional flour to form a stiff 
dough. Turn out onto a lightly floured surface and knead 
until smooth and elastic, 6-8 minutes. Shape into a ball. 

Cover; let 
rise in a warm place, free from draft, until doubled in 
bulk, about 1 hour. 

Punch dough down. Knead 3 minutes. Cover and let 
rest 10 minutes. Divide dough in 4 equal pieces. Roll each 
piece out to a 10 x 5 inch rectangle. Make a crease about 
31 inches from one narrow end. Fold smaller portion 
over large portion, to within 1% inches from the opposite 
end of dough. Place on greased baking sheets. Cut three 
slashes crosswise on top fold of dough. Cover; let rise in 
warm place, free from draft, until doubled in bulk about 
1 hour. Bake at 350° F. for 35 - 40 minutes. Cool on wire 
racks.
